Board of Health Meeting. 


Yesterday evening the Board 
of 


Health met at the office of Dr. H. 


All the members were pre- 
Pursell. 
sent. 


The Secretary reported that during 


the month of November there were 
six deaths within the limits of the 
borough. 
The causes of death as re- 


ported 
by the attending physicians 


were one each of apoplexy, consump- 
tion, 
cancer, 
paralysis, 
whooping 


cough, and pneumonia. Burial permits 
were issued 
for these and for two 


others who died outside of the borough. 


Three cases of scarlet fever were 


reported during the month, one on 
Buekley street and two on Washington 
street. 
The infected 
houses were 


marked by the Health Officer and the 


Ingrain carpets and rugs (a large

EMTOK OK OAZKTTJE :—The popu- 


lar triumph of Woman Suffrage at the 
November election in the State of 
Colorado, may justly be claiinad by all 
friends of an impartial ballot as a 
great victory for their cause. 
The 


people: of that progressive State rati- 
fied the act establishing the equality 
of its men and women citizens in the 
exercise of the elective franchise, by 
more than six thousand majority. The 
gove;nor hiis since proclaimed the law 
to b(! operative; and hereafter women 
legally qualified may vote at all elec- 
tions held within its borders. Colorado 
has joined her sister Wyoming. 


Tins fact, which is of such para- 


mount importance, had a stimulating 
effect upon the minds of those who 
participated in the annual meeting of 
the 
Pennsylvania Woman 
Suffrage 


Association, which was recently held 
in this city at the New Century Draw- 
ing ];oom. 


It docs not seem as though nearly a 


quarter of a century had elapsed since 
that Association was organized. 
This 


"twenty-fourth annual meeting" tells 
the story of the number of years lliat 
have taken their flight on the wings of 
time, since the first small but earnest 
meeting was held in the little hall ol 
the Mercantile Library to usher it into 
existi'iice. 
Year after year, as the 


time came for its annual meetings, 
one could predict with tolerable ac- 
curacy who would be present. 
"The 


same o)d set," 
however, no longer 


monopolize the privilege of exclusive 
atteiidunce. 
In looking around upon 


the audience, and especially at the 
evening session, the old familiar faces, 
placidly beaming with serene satisfac- 
tion, seemed to he shout as numerous, 
sparsely numerous, in that brilliant 
assemblage, as were the unfamiliar 
faces that here and thsre graced the 
earlier gatherings of "the 
faithful. 


Herein may be discerned a small but 
cheeiing sign of growth and progress

Kick silver into the 
middle of the next century; give more 
privileges to the .National banks; issue 
more bonds; preserve the MeKinley 
bill : establish State banks ; 
foster 


trusts; bribe Congressmen with patro- 
nage ; fish whenever thou wilt, and 
hunt snipe whenever thou carest to, 
aud we will endorse everything thou 
cioest, carry Cleveland roosters, cam- 
paign torches and forever more sing 
thy praises. 
Amen. 


Carter Harrison's Ambition. 
It is well known that Carter Harri- 


son aspired to the Presidency of the 
United States. 
His invincibility ii> 


Chicago had given rise to the opinion 
that he might be elected Governor of 
Illinois against a normal Republican 
majority of more than 40,000. Ue 
accepted the Democratic nomination 
in 1884, but was defeated, though he 
succeeded in reducing the Republican 
majority to 14,500. 
If he had won 


the Governorship he would have been 
the "logical candidate" of the national 
Democracy in 1888, and we should 
have witnessed a striking contest be- 
tween Benjamin Harrison and Carter 
Harrison. To dwell for a moment upon 
that curious possibility may i,elp to 
throw a side light upon the qualities 
which made up Mayor 
Harrison's 


strength and weakness as a public 
man. 
Benjamin 
Harrison 
became 


President, but he could not possibly 
have been elected Mayor of Chicago. 
Carter Harrison was practically invin- 
cible as a candidate for Mayor, but it 
is hardly possible that he could have 
been elected President. 
The growth 


of our cities has been amazingly rapid 
and cosmopolitan, 
but the United 


States is traditionally a land of rural 
communities, and the old American 
ideals, preserved in the rural districts, 
still prevail. Carter Harrison held 
that "one vote is as good as another," 
perceived that after 1870 Chicago bad 
by its European accessions grown far 
beyond the control 
of the strictly 


Ameriouti oontimont, put himself al. 
the head of the new forces and ele- 
ments, promised that he "would riot 
pander much to the religious classes," 
and thus prevailed by virtue of 
full 


and open-eyed acquiescence in things 
as they were. 
It was the enormous 


growth of Chicago that enabled him lo 
reduce 
Mr. Oglesby's majority for 


Governor of Illinois to 14,500. 
But 


Illinois was still prevailingly American. 


Carter Harrison had grown up in 


the easy affluence of a fine Kentucky 
farm cultivated by well-fed Kentucky 
slaves ; had graduated from Yale Col- 
lege in 1845 at 20, had i'i the next ten 
years studied law, lived much on the 
home farm, and traveled 
much in 


Europe and Asia. 
He had acquired a 


broad and easy view of life, had be- 
come accustomed to the conditions 
that prevailed in foreign cities, and 
found himself unhampered by the sort 
of scruple that to this day prevail for 
the most part among native Americans. 
In Euiope, large cities are an older 
fact and it is the prevailing opinion 
there that certain urban vices and 
evil tendencies are ineradicable aud 
must therefore 
be tolerated under 


police surveillance and control. 
But 


America has not yet renounced the 
Puritan ideal; and Carter Harrison by 
^identifying himself wicb the Euro1 


pean point of view deeply antagonized 
the better part of the American ele- 
ment. 
The very positions which made 


him strong in Chicago would have been 
fatal to his success as a presidential 
candidate.—From Character 
Sketch 


of Carter Harrison, in the December 
Review of Reviews.

Alter the time of Washington not 


mu<-li attention was paid officially to 
Thanksgiving for many years. It re- 
quir.'d a groat national trial to bring 
back the hearts of the American people 
to (i sense of the religious character of 
the d;iy. 


During tho darkest days of the civil 


war a woman editor, Mrs. Sarah Jo- 
sepbii Halo of Philadelphia, began an ag- 
itation for the universal observance by 
this nation of the Thanksgiving holiday. 
At her suggestion President Lincoln in 
!i8C4 proclaimed tho last Thursday in 
Nov< mbor as a day for national thanks- 
giving and prayer. Since then every 
president haa followed his example an- 
nual ly. 


Tli ore is much red tape about tho 


issuance of a president's proclamation 
of Thanksgiving. Usually ho writes it 
hiniM If. Then it ia sent to tho state 
depai tment to bo copied by some clerk 
•who can write well, after which it is re- 
turned and the president and secretary 
of st,-! to sign it. Then tho big seal of 
the United States is affixed and the 
thinf.; is done. It would never do to 
have anything so plain, simple and easy 
as a typewritten copy of tho proclama- 
tion. Perish tho thought! So the clerks 
who can write go to work and make 50 
copies of the proclamation— one each 
for the governors of the 44 states and 
6 tei iitories of this Union — and these 
are fcmt to them in dtie time informing 
them of what every tnrkey in the 
counl ry know long before, that the last 
Thurday in November is to be ob- 
servt (1 as a national day of thanksgiv- 
ing.

Teachers' Salaries. 


Mr. John ,y. White calls attention to 


the faci that while (inliuary teachers in 
Anicric a are 1 1 ' If i- i .,nl than ordinary 
teacher < in f i • i: nil tbe highest places 
in Engl,.;u!, on tho other hand, bring to 
their incumbents six or seven times as 
much i alary as the highest places in 
Americ.-i do. Writing in Tho Cosmopol- 
itan, Mr. White says that the principal 
of Cost-in high school gets only $3,850 a 
ye:.r, w liile tho head master of Rugby 
hasi $18 000 a year, the head master of 
Etonfi'jm $30,000 to ,?28,000, his house 
and ce'lain other perquisites, and fre- 
quently lunches witli the queen besides. 
That is probably worth $10,000 a year 
more, especially if the master has to par- 
take of her majesty's favorite luncheon 
of raw ham and oatmeal porridge. 


Mr. White KPOS in the small salaries 


paid in the highest educational chairs in 
America the reason why persons of tal- 
ent and ambition are unwilling to re- 
main teachers. They get so much larger 
reward by putting the same exertion 
into some other work. Tins is true, but 
Mr. White forgets one point. It is that 
tho grc;it salaries ho mentions as paid to 
tho head masters in Great Britain are 
part of the gigantic revenues of the 
Church of England, a state church. The 
pay of ii British bishop is higher still. 
Tho archbishop of Canterbury gets near- 
ly 5135,1100 a year. And every cent of it 
comes off the people of Great Britain by 
taxation direct or indirect, and the agri- 
cult lira laborer is so poor that he is an 
object, or charity ail ins lire, Ins condi- 
tion being moro hopeless than that of 
many American slaves before our civil 
war. Do we want teachers' salaries in 
Americf, paid in that way?

dation of G. Washington and ask tho 
Almij'hty to "guide and protect all oov- 
ereigin and nations, especially those 
that IKIVO shown kindness to us." Some 
of them need praying for badly. 


The first case under the new Russian 


extradition treaty has been settled with 
credit to the United States. Nine con- 
victs recently escaped from Siberia and 
after horrible sufferings found refuge on 
American ships bound for San Francisco. 
They were landed there in due time. 
Then t he attempt was made on the part 
of the Russian authorities to make tlie 
men out criminals of tlie worst sort. 
One was a counterfeiter.it was charged; 
anothi-r an embezzler; still a third a 
mnrdt rer, and so on. This was natur- 
ally tlie resort of a government not 
Bcrnpulous in its diplomatic and detect- 
ive methods. It was the fear of such 
misrepresentations as this that caused 
tbo _A», nrioo,, jMihlio hint yo/ir in protest 
BO vigorously against the ratification of 
the new treaty with Russia under the 
form in which it was presented. How- 
ever, in case of the refugees at San 
Franci'-co, the American government de- 
cided that they were bona fide political 
prisom rs in Siberia, and that the United 
States had no right to hold them. The 
Russian minister was notified of this de- 
C'.sion, and Secretary Carlisle ordered 
the rek use of the men.

Years "Without Canning Trouble. 


Extracting a foreign body from the ear 


is an operation which the physician is fre- 
quently called upon to perform. Many chil- 
dren seem to have a decided weakness for 
stowing peas, beans, buttons and various 
other small articles in their ears, which in 
some cases produce very serious disturb- 
inces. An interesting case was recently 
recorded in The Lancet by Dr. Pritchard. 


The foreign body in this case remained 


in the ear 21 years without causing any 
urgent symptom. The physician said he 
was called to see a married woman and 
found her to be suffering from a case of 
tonsilitis. She complained of much pain 
in swallowing aud of an acute pain in the 
right ear. The throatinflammntion quick- 
ly subsided, and in a few days the throat 
had resumed its normal condtioa. The ear- 
ache, however, persisted. 


When asked as to'whether ?,he had had 


any ear trouble previously, rihe said that 
"for some years past-she had suffered from 
occasional neuralgic pains and a sense of 
something being in the ear." Shedidnot 
think fine WRK ri.irticllhi.rly deaf, but had 
noticed lately that she had acquired'the 
habit of Burning her leftearwhen listening 
to any feeble sounds. She then stated that 
when a child, 21 years ago, she remembered 
placing a pea in her ear in imitation of her 
nurse, who was performing the sleight of 
hand trick of inserting a pea in her ear 
and withdrawing it from her nose. She 
placed a pea in her ear, but was unable to 
complete the feat. A doctor was sent for, 
but after repeated attempts, all endeavors 
to remove the foreign body were abandon- 
ed, owing to her struggling. It was hoped 
the pea would work its way out, and her 
friends always believed it had done so. 


Her sense of hearing, tested by a watch, 


was much impaired, and examination re- 
vealed alarge accumulation of wax. \Varm 
oil was applied on two or three occasions, 
and tho ear was syringed with warm wa- 
ter. 
After removal of some of the wax a 


dark, rounded bodywas distinctly visible. 
Syringing failed to remove it, and a fine, 
silver wire snare was carefully pushed be- 
yond it,and the body wasdislodged, which, 
on examination, proved to be an ordinary 
pea. The pea was mnch shriveled, and a 
portion of it was covered with epidermis.— 
New York World.

Manynre the intrTtsting Indian legends 


told iti connection vritb theearly isettlemcitt 
of "Westboro, MUMK., 
One of t/)tj best is the 


legend oi' the "Hoborrmk," wkioh was the 
name given by the Indians loHouhomocko, 
a pond in the western part of th<* town. 


It seems that a tribe of India.na had its 


encampment on the banks of i;he pond. 


The beauty of tho tribe was the maiden 


laiio, who \vab ca^n^ed to marry the chief, 
Saasacus. She had had several t-uitors, but 
the chief had been the •successifui one. 


It was her wedding night, and the wed- 


ding party had assembled, lano, in a spirit 
of mischief, bad ventured to play a joke on 
the chief, and so had wandered away from 
the encampment. A warrior by tho name 
of Wequoash had #oue hunting 'in this aft- 
ernoon, desirous of appearine at the wed- 
ding with some large game to show hia 
bravery and skill. On what is now Boston 
hill he found ft cave in which a panther 
was hiding. Killing the animal, he started 
for the wedding. 


On the way home he happened to pass 


near the pond, and looking out from the 
shore he saw a canoe. 
Wequoash was not 


long iu deciding that the canoe contained 
the Indian girl, lano. He had himself been 
a suitor for the girl's hand, aud thinking 
only of revenge he plunged into the water, 
and with a few strokes lie was afc the bow 
of the boat. Then seizing the unsuspecting 
maiden 1 a pulled her down into the water. ! 


Then., puuiuga large blone into the canoo 
to sink it, he took hia game and started 
homeward. 


A party headed by Sassa.cns had already 


gone in search of Juno. After two days 
Wequoush appeared in camp and was re- 
ceived with rejoicing. Learning of lane's 
death, he appeared to be broken hearted. 


The chief had fallen sick, aud Wequoash 


tried to console him. Looking for still 
greater revenge, he gave the chief poison, 
au<l Sassacus soon after died. 
Wequua?>h 


now became the chief and was very pop- 
ular because of his bravery in \var. 


A year afLer these events had taken 


place Wequoash luippeued to be returning 
from a hunting ex[jL'Uitiou ami hud seated 
himself near the spot where a, year before 
he had murdered Iu.no. 


As he sat there u flame .streamed up from 


the water, and a canoe aru^u and floated 
toward him. Unable to resist, he entered 
the canoe and was carried toward the 
flame. The form of the murdered Indian 
girl appeared. 
Then, uttering a piercing 


shriek, it vanished from sight. 


Exactly one year afterward the same per- 


formance again took place, and the spirit, 
on disappearing beneath the waves, said to 
the chief, "Only once more." 


When another year had passed, Wequoash 


assembled his tribe near the spot where he 
had committed the murder and confessed 
that he had killed both Jauoand Sassacus. 
He told them of his two adventures in the 
canoe and of the fate which awaited him. 


Presently a flame arose from the water, 


a canoe appeared and came toward the 
shore. The warriors saw their chief enter 
it and go toward the flame, Instead of 
the spirit of lano, Wequoash this time saw 
the spirit of Sassucus. 


*'Thi9 is m;* hour," the spirit snid. 
A dark clou i fell over the place, a deaf- 


ening peAl of tLuuder, a flash of lightning, 
aud the chitf was seen no more. 


Ever afterward when members of the 


tribe crossed Hobomak pond they always 
dropped a stone in the fatal spot, till at 
last the pile arose above the water. It has 
since fallen partly away, but even now may 
ba seen when the surface is tranquil.— 
Boston Globe.

tjapaneae IVIusic. 


The appreciation of Japanese music can 


scarcely prove an easy acquirement to Eu- 
ropeans. Apart from the feebler quality of 
the tone of the instruments and its singu- 
lar character, Japanese music takes ex- 
tremely complicated forms and demands 
the most delicate phrasing to express its 
individuality. "My own experience," re- 
marked Mr. Pigot.t, "has been that even in 
the first grade tunes it required 20 or 30 
lessons to enable oue to grasp tlie delicate 
nuances of many of the passages." He ex- 
presses the opinion that unless Japanese 
musicians come and play to us in England 
accurate knowledge of their art and appre- 
ciation of their craft can only arise in the 
west very gradually. 


The best way to appreciate Japanese mu- 


sic is to hear it performed by native musi- 
cians, without prepossessions of any kind 
or the prejudices of travelers, and to hear 
it with ears undebauched—as an eastern 
critic might put it—by the modern orches- 
tra, for custom in this matter, as in oth- 
ers, is somewhat of a tyrant. It is hardly 
possible, indeed, that the music of the sami- 
sen heard for the first time in Japanese 
streets should be appreciated bythe tourist 
accustomed to such street harmonies as are 
afforded by the cornet soloist, the piano or- 
gan or the German band. 


Japanese music should be studied, in 


fact, as the youthful Japanese learn it, by 
the ear only and experience of the instru- 
ment, for it is one of the many paradoxes 
of the art that it is taught entirely by rote 
and chiefly by blind professors. 
Women 


and blind men comprise the musical 
profession in Japan. It is odd that a peo- 
p le cultivating music on these terms should 
possess music books at all or be at the pains 
o£ devising a system of notation,—Saturday 
Review.
